COMMUNISTS AND RUSSIANS. 


The writer would not like to live 
in Russia. 
Many things there, he 
would not like, but some things there, 
are evidently commendable. 
In the 
United .States, we have many things 
which are degenerative and deplor­ 
able. We often see and hear maledic­ 
tions flung a t Russia and its people, 
which come from those who know 
little whereof they speak. 
In the United States, there is what 
is 
called 
The 
American-Russian 
Chamber of Commerce, which was 
planned to promote trade relations 
with Russia. 
Mr. Richard P. Healey 
has ju st returned from an extended 
tour of Russia, which tour was ar­ 
ranged 
by 
this 
American-Russian 
Chamber of Commerce. 
From his 
first hand observations the following 
deductions are made: 
Russia is just a little bigger than 
the whole of North America. 
It pre­ 
sents a country of many climates and 
unbounded material resources, often 
superior in this respect, to even the 
United States. 
The Russian govern­ 
ment is made up of 43 governments, 
or provinces, with their common su­ 
preme head in the city of Moscow. 
The whole of the present government 
is built on the theory that the work­ 
ing classes should rule, and the evo’u- 
tions and revolutions of the World 
W ar have eliminated the s- called 
aristocracy and upper classes. 
This is an experiment in govern­ 
ment which is not being made in any 
other country of the globe. 
“ To the 
victor belongs the spoils” is an old 
war maxim, but the Russian today 
says: ‘‘To the workers belong the 
profits.” 
They are right. 
The Russian people have the sym­ 
pathy of many of the greatest think­ 
ers of the age. All grafters and usur­ 
ers are against them. 
For over 300 
years they have been the pawns and 
down-trodden slaves of the Roman­ 
offs, the most oppressive Dynasty ol 
rulers on the earth. 
Under their old 
financial system whicn was similar 
to ours, they lost their lands and 
their products were taken from them 
at low prices until they were reduced 
to peasantry and serfd rn. 
They became so embittered against 
their 
masters 
that 
they 
rebelled 
against the government and the reli­ 
gion of their governors. 
They have 
set up a new? government, and are 
attempting even to envolve a new 
religious life, and a new educational 
life. 
Students of world history arc 
watching this Russian experiment. 
They are asking the question: Is i’ 
the basis for something higher and 
better, or is it civilization in its 
downward trend back to the wild a'.d 
heathen state? 
Time will tell. 
Russians now are a1 way’s classed as 
communists, yet their idea of Com­ 
munism seems to differ much from 
w’hat is usually charged against Com­ 
munists. 
For instance, their lan is, 
after the World W ar were taken 
charge of by the head government, 
and all great la <1 holdings were 
divided up and given back to the 
people according to the size of each 
family. 
Family life was not dc 
stroked, as we have often been told; 
neither was the idea of individual 
property destroyed, as we were once 
told. 
The thing that did happen, was the 
levelling down of the unequal dis­ 
tribution of land. 
They wanted all 
to have an equal show at nature’s 
gifts. 
Like the ll. S. it has a1 w a . s 
been a great agricultural country, 
but in Russia five sixths of the peo­ 
ple live on farms, w hile in the United 
States less that half of the people 
are rural. 
The former proportion is 
much more normal.

Remove from the, water and open, 
being careful that the oil does not 
spurt out on your hand. 
Empty the 
sardines 
onto 
a 
glass 
dish, and 


sprinkle liberally, with grated orange 
peek 


To make Sardine Biscuits, bone 
and mash the sardines from one can 
and mix with one ta! lespoon of 
chopped ripe olives, one tablespoon 
of lemon juice and tw< tablespoons 
of 
chopped 
pickled 
beefs 
Roll 
ordinary biscuit 
dough 
out until 
.-fourth inch thick are! cut into 
1 circles two and one-half indies in 
diameter. 
Put a teaspoonful of the 
sardine mixture on half the circles 
and moisten the edges. 
Put the 
other circles on top and press the 
edges together with a fork. 
Bake 
as usual in a hot oven for twelve 
to fifteen minutes. 
These are par­ 
ticularly nice for tea. 
Sardines can be used alone or in 


combination with oysters in a fish 
cocktail. 
The 
sardines 
may 
be 


arranged around the edge of the 
glass with the little oysters in the 
middle and the sauce on the oysters.*
